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GRADUATE FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS 
OFFERED TO WOMEN BY COLLEGES, UNI- 
VERSITIES AND SOCIETIES IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


BARNARD COLLEGE, COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY, 
New York City. 


Belongs to Federation of Graduate Clubs. Registers for graduate work 
under the University Faculties women who hold the Bachelor’s degree from 
institutions of good standing. Graduate students attend many courses at 
Columbia University under the Faculties of Philosophy and Political Science. 
Under the Faculty of Pure Science, lecture courses only are open at the 
University, laburatory work being done at Barnard College. 


SCHOLARSHIPS (open to women only). 


Curtis University Scholarshi~s.—¥our in number. Resident. 
Awarded annually to students under the Faculties of Philosophy, 
Political Science, and Pure Science. Open to such women as are 
entitled to be enrolled at Columbia University as candidates for a 
university degree. Tenable for one year, with possibility of renewal 
for one year longer. Value, $150 each. Holder required to pay 
all fees for matriculation, tuition ($150) and graduation. 


University Scholarshits—Two in number in 1899. Resident. 
Value and conditions of award the same as above. 


Fiske Scholarship.— Resident. Awarded annually to the most 
satisfactory graduate student in political science. Value, $250. 
Holder subject to tuition and graduation fees. 

No service required of holders of any of the above scholarships. 

Applications for all the above to be filed before April 1 with the 
Dean of Barnard College, New York City. Blanks for the purpose 
to be obtained from the Bursar. 
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FELLOWSHIP (open to women only), 


Hartley House Fellowship.—Resident. Value, $350. Holder of the 
fellowship is subject to no fees, and, under the general charge of 
the Professor of Sociology, gives personal direction to students of 
sociology of Barnard College in social observation. Holder is 
appointed on recommendation of the Professor of Sociology. 


BRYN MAWR COLLEGE, 
Bryn Mawr, Pennsylvania. 


Institutional Member of Association of Collegiate Alumnz. 
Belongs to Federation of Graduate Clubs. Admits women only. 


FELLOWSHIPS: a. Non-resident. 


Bryn Mawr European Fellowship.—Awarded annually to a mem- 
ber of the graduating class of Bryn Mawr College. For one year’s 
study and residence at some foreign university. Value, $500. 


President M. Carey Thomas European Fellowship.—Awarded 
annually to a student in her first year of graduate work at Bryn 
Mawr College. For one year’s study and residence at some foreign 
university. Value, $500. 

Mary £. Garrett European Fellowship.—Awarded annually to a 
student still in residence at Bryn Mawr College, who has for two 
years pursued graduate studies there. For one year’s study and 
residence in some foreign university. Value, $500. 


6. Resident. 


Fellowships.—Eleven in number. Awarded annually, one in each 
of the following subjects: Greek, Latin, English, German and Teu- 
tonic philology, Romance languages, history or political science, 
philosophy, mathematics, physics, chemistry, biology. Open to 
women graduates of all colleges of good standing. Value, $525 each. 
Holders pay all expenses of residence, tuition ($125), and diploma 
fees. Thesis or other evidence of work required. Holders are 
expected to assist in the conduct of examinations, but no further 
service is required. 

Scholarships—Resident. Five in number. May be awarded to 
candidates next in merit to successful candidates for the fellow- 
ships. Open to all graduates of colleges of good standing. Value, 
$200 each. Holders pay expenses of residence and tuition ($125). 
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Applications for fellowships and scholarships are to be made upon 
forms to be obtained from the Secretary of the College, and must 
be in by April 15 preceding the year for which application is made.

University Fellowships.—Thirteen in number. Resident. Awarded 
in the following departments or groups of departments: Mathemat- 
ics, chemistry, physics, civil engineering, physiology and verte- 


brate zoology with invertebrate zoology and entomology, botany 
and geology, architecture, agriculture and horticulture and veter- 
inary science, English, Germanic languages, Romance languages, 
one each; mechanical and electrical engineering, two. Value, 
$500 each. 

President White Fellowships—Two in number. (1) Of modern 
history, (2) of political and social science. Value, $600 each. 
Either or both may be made a traveling fellowship. Holder to 
report progress as required. In exceptional cases the two fellow- 
ships may be combined for a single year into one. If in residence 
at the University, holders are expected to be in attendance in the 
President White Library not less than four hours each per day. 

Susan Linn Sage Fellowships in Philosophy.—Three in number. 
Value, $500 each. 

Fellowships in Political Economy.—Two in number. Value, $500 
each, 


Fellowships in Greek and Latin.—Two in number. Value, $500 
each, 


Fellowship in American History.—Value, $500. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS (open to men and women). 


Scholarships in the Susan Linn Sage School of Philosophy.—Six in 
number. Resident. Value, $300 each. 


Graduate Scholarships —Ten in number. Resident. Assigned to 
the following departments or groups of departments: mathematics, 
chemistry, physics, civil engineering, Latin and Greek, archeology 
and comparative philology, physiology and vertebrate zoology with 
invertebrate zoology and entomology, botany and geology, English, 
American history, one each. Value, $300 each. 


Oliver Graduate Scholarship tn Mathematics.—Value $300. 


Fellowships and graduate scholarships are open to graduates 
of Cornell University and of institutions having equivalent courses 
of instruction. Term of holding is one year, but may be extended 
to two years. Holders pay expenses of tuition ($1oo) and residence. 
They are expected, if required, to render service to the University 
in the work of instruction or examination to the extent of four hours 
per week through the collegiate year. No person shall hold at one 
time more than one fellowship or graduate scholarship, except in 
case of the President White Fellowships, as stated above. 

Applications and testimonials are to be filed with the Registrar 


on or before April 15 of the collegiate year preceding the one for 
which the application is made. Blank forms for application may be 
obtained from the Registrar.

Holder eligible to reappointment for a second year. Value, $400. 


For both of the above preference is given to candidates for ad- 
vanced degrees. 
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These fellowships are resident, or may be awarded for the pur- 
pose of foreign study. In the former case, holders pay expenses of 
tuition ($200) and residence.

Holders pay no tuition fees, but expenses 
of residence. Holders are expected to render service to the Univer- 
sity by teaching or assisting in laboratories to the extent of one-half 
time.

Awarded annually 
toa graduate. Value, $450.

They may, by permission, give instruc- 
tion to persons connected with the college, but not elsewhere. 
Value, $250 each. Holders to pay expenses of tuition ($100) and 
residence.

Each fellowship entitles the holder to instruction in any Academic 
School or Schools of the University, free of all cost for board, 
laundry, fuel, lights and attendance for a period of one year.

Appointment is made by the Faculty of Vassar College. Value,

Fellowships.—Three in number. Open to men and women, grad- 
uates of institutions of good standing. Value, $320, $420, and $520. 


Holders of the above special fellowships pay expenses of tuition 
($120) and residence. 

All of the above fellowships are resident. 

Holders of fellowships are expected to render assistance of some 
kind in connection with the work of the University. This may con- 
sist (a) in service as an instructor, either in the colleges of the Univer- 
sity, or in affiliated colleges; (4) as an assistant in reading examina- 
tion papers ; (¢c) as an assistant on a University journal ; (@) as an 
assistant in one of the departmental libraries. In no case, however, 
is so much time to be given to such work as is indicated above as to 
interfere seriously with study. During the term of appointment, 
holders may not do outside work for pecuniary compensation with- 
out the permission of the President. 

Applications should be made on blanks prepared for the purpose, 
and sent, on request, by the President of the University. In gen- 
eral, applicants should have spent at least one year in resident study 
after receiving the Bachelor’s degree. 

Applications should be accompanied by a brief sketch of the life 
and work of the applicant ; a catalogue of the institution from which 
the Bachelor’s degree was taken, with the courses taken indicated ; 
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any theses or papers of a scientific character which have been pre- 
pared by the applicant, whether printed or otherwise (especial im- 
portance is attached to these in awarding the fellowship); and letters 
or testimonials from former instructors in regard to the applicant’s 
attainments in the particular subject in which application fora fel- 
lowship is made. 

Fellowships are assigned April 1. Application is to be made to 
the President of the University on or before March 1. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Twenty in number. Open to men and women, students of the 
University of Chicago, who have completed with honor the work 
of a Senior College. Awarded annually. Available only within the 
year following the date of assignment, July 1. Value, tuition fees for 
three quarters ($120). Holders are expected to assist in the libra- 
ries, laboratories, and museums. 


UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, 
Champaign, Illinois.

Co-educational. 


Fellowships.—Eight in number. Resident. Open to men and 
women, graduates of institutions of good standing, but preference is 
given to graduates of the University of Illinois who have pursued a 
specialized course. Value, $300 each. Holders pay all expenses of 
residence but no tuition fee. Holders may be called upon to render 
service in instruction throughout the year equal to one hour daily 
of class instruction or to two hours daily of laboratory supervision. 
Appointments are for one year, not usually renewed, and in no case 
for more than one year. 

Application blanks are to be obtained from the Registrar. Candi- 
dates must present with their applications full information concern- 
ing themselves and their qualifications for advanced study and re- 
search work, including any written or printed essays or results of 
investigation, and must name the subject in which they wish to do 
their major work.

Applicant must be 
a Bachelor of Arts of not more than two years’ standing. Resident, 
unless by special permission for the second year. Period of incum- 
bency is limited to two academic years. Value, $500 a year. 


Scholarship in American History—Open to men and women, 
graduates of institutions of good standing. Given in 1896-8. 


Holders of above fellowship and scholarship pay matriculation 
fee ($10-25) if not previously paid, and tuition fee ($30 if residents 
of Michigan, $40 if non-residents), and expenses of residence. No 
service required.

Open to men and women, graduates 
of institutions of good standing, who have had at least one year of 
graduate work along the special line in which the appointment is 
made. Appointments are for one year, renewable, but not renewable 
beyond the third year. Value, honorary, but the fellows and scholars 
(see next page) shall preferably be called upon for needed assistance 
in instruction and otherwise, and shall then be paid for their services 
according to duties performed, but in no case above $400 a year.

Open to gradu- 
ates of institutions of good standing. Awarded annually, but ap- 
pointments may be twice renewed. Incumbent must be a candidate 
for a higher degree. Must reside in Bennett House, the residence 
hall for women of the Graduate Department of the University. 
Value, tuition fees, board and lodging for the year, and $25 for 
incidental expenses. 


Frances Sergeant Pepper Fellowship.—Conditions and value same 
as above. 

Mrs. Bloomfield Moore Fellowships—Two in number, Condi- 
tions and value same as above, except that only women who intend 
to teach are eligible. 

Alumne Fellowship For Women.—Guaranteed until 1902. Open 
to holders of baccalaureate degrees from institutions of good stand- 
ing. Applicants must have a reading knowledge of French and Ger- 
man, and have had one year of graduate work. Holder of fellowship 
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must reside in Bennett House while working in the University 
of Pennsylvania. If reappointed, holder may be permitted to work 
at any university, here or abroad. Value, $400 and free tuition. 


FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS (open to men and women). 


University Scholarships.—Thirty in number. Open to graduates 
of institutions of good standing. Awarded annually, but holders 
may be twice reappointed. Holders may not do outside work with- 
out express permission of the Executive Committee. Value, free 
tuition. 

Honorary Fellowships—Open’ to holders of the Ph.D. degree 
from institutions of good standing, Value, tuition fees. Holders 
are expected to render service to the University, or to prepare 
and publish some original contribution to science.
